On the closing day, all visiting professors and representatives of prominent clothing 
and jewelry brands were presented with gifts from AmiranArt as souvenirs. 

All participants were awarded two certificates of attendance from both the Amiran 
Art Collection and the Italian Gallery, and the different stages of the process were 
showcased on the Amiran, Parsforte, and the Italian Gallery websites.

Clay pillar and pool (Howz) are two symbols in 
Persian architecture. Pool (Howz) and pomegran- 
ate symbolize a wedding ceremony and remind 
us of throwing pomegranates into the pool as an 
ancient Persian tradition to celebrate the begin- 
ning of a life full of blessings.

It is internalized in our cells, 
and you, as an artist, are not an exception. You have 
probably asked yourself how to become a famous and 
professional artist? What factors can help me promote 
my art worldwide? How can | influence the art world? 
How is it that some artists are so successful? and the 
last but the most essential question: How can | make 
a good living as an artist? Indeed, you have compared 
yourself with other artists of similar interests, searched 
for famous art galleries and art shows, looked for 
possibilities to benefit from these opportunities, or have 
read the story of successful artists who were unknown 
once upon a time. However, you should know that 
your story is different from theirs. You are the writer 
and narrator of your own story, and you will offer an 
impressive story to the art world. As you know, success 
does not just randomly happen. On the contrary, it is 
the result of hard work, setting goals, and experience. 
So be ready to spend your valuable time on a process 
of saying farewell to yourself as an amateur artist and 
saying hello to being a professional one. 


Who is a Professional Artist? 

Before explaining critical aspects of our plan to 
make you a professional artist, lebs answer this 
question: Who is a professional artist? Anybody can 
call themselves a professional artist and prepare a 
business card with images of their works. However, 
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Does This Formula Make You a Professional Artist 


the definition of a professional artist is different. Being 
a professional artist is not limited to these primary 
features, but an artist should act professionally at all 
times. Art represents a creative and beautiful mind 
and is created using various tools like painting brushes, 
canvas, camera, color, and similar items. A professional 
artist should take full responsibility for their career 
choices and remove the negativity that stops their 
progress. Ignore frustrating sentences such as being an 
artist will not make your dreams true. How can you live 
as an artist whose career would not meet his primary 
needs? Please keep a safe distance from people who 
make unpleasant comments; set your goals and save 
your energy to achieve them. A professional artist is a 
person who creates unique and recognizable pieces 
that audiences, dealers, curators, appraisers, collectors, 
and art galleries can identify quickly. 

The artists have a considerable amount of completed 
artworks at their studio, making them ready to 
participate in an exhibition or invite art dealers for to 
visit, evaluate and purchase their work. The presence 
of a particular and influential gudience in the art world 
is a significant factor that separates professional artists 
from ordinary ones. These audiences are beyond 
family members and friends admiring a piece of art 
due to their passion for the artist; they appraise a work 
from a distinctive viewpoint. If an artist has this group 
of art appraisers, let us congratulate them for their 
robust network. A professional artist has admirable 
experiences in executing exhibitions on national or 
international level, knows the art market mechanisms, 
and understands ways to assess and convince the 
market and audience, including dealers, 


buyers, gallerists, and appraisers. Professional artists 
have a well-hammered resume of 1 to 2 pages and 
an excellent artist statement that willingly shares upon 
an urgent request. Knowing the methods of pricing 
artwork is another feature of professional artists 
familiar with principles of pricing an artwork logically to 
attract dealers and gallery owners and promote their 
fame, these professionals concentrate on making art 
their actual job. A professional artist treats their art as 
a job and follows organized schedules to work in their 
Studio to create new art pieces to impress curators and 
galleries.

Rules 

Everyone agrees with the famous “no pain, no gain” 
concept. Being a professional artist comes at some 
expense, including time, energy, and tiredness among 
other things. Each artist has encountered hundreds 
of thousands of problems on their way and employed 
intelligent techniques to deal with them, making them 
a celebrated artist nationally or internationally.

- Do not react negatively to critiques; on the contrary, 
accept them with open arms to create more impressive 
artworks to the market. 

- Seek knowledge from the cradle to the grave and use 
knowledge to become a professional artist. The more 
you know about your art, the better you can present 
yourself as a successful artist. 

- Compare yourself with your former version in the last 
years only and nothing more. Comparing two distinctive 


individuals is nothing short of a crime against humanity; 
therefore, avoid it, and believe in your skills and abilities 
that make you a unique, capable and successful artist. 

- Practice makes perfect; the more you practice, the 
better your art. Do not hesitate to develop your artistic 
personality and fame. 

Win the Arena 

Becoming a professional artist and earning money from 
your art could be a challenging decision; you must equip 
yourself with patience, endeavor, persistence, and 
resistance. Is your answer positive? If your answer is 
yes, please keep reading to learn how to win the arena 
and arm yourself with the power of art.

If 
you are at the starting point of your artistic activity and 
still do not know your favorite field of art, participate 
in B.A degree programs for the opportunity to play in 
several art classes. Then select one or two fields and try 
to specialize in them, and step in the way of becoming 
a professional and successful artist. Art workshops are 
executed by professional artists and maximize your 
knowledge. Search for chances offered by museums, 
galleries, and relevant entities. Be receptive to 
professional artists» feedback and critics and take them 
as golden points to promote your art. 

Each day is a new start for maximizing your artistic 
Skills; being a professional artist like other careers 
demands your hard work to realize your gift. 
Concentrate on your goals and follow an organized 
plan to achieve whatever you dream about; step by 
step, your confidence increases, you become more 
professional, and your art will be identified as good. Be 
innovative in that people look for less repeated pieces, 
go on a trip, explore the wonderful surrounding world 
and make friendly relations with nature to get inspired 
by its beauty and create breathtaking work. The more 
professional you become better gallery owners and 
dealers desire to purchase your art.

os and Donets of Writing an Artist 

Statement 

Whether famous or less known, artists must 

promote their role in the labyrinth-shaped art 
world. After signing and pricing your art, the third stage 
is writing an artists statement. The power of words 
allows people to learn more about you; in fact, your 
statement is your genetic data in the art world, signifying 
your presents as a capable artist. The artists statement 
is vital to raise peoples curiosity about the creator of 
magical works presented in art galleries or museums. 
The interesting point about writing an artist statement 
is that it can either add to your fame or change nothing 
in your artistic destiny. In simple words, you have the 
chance of having a magazine, website, or newsletter 
write about you, or even ask you for an interview. This 
article offers Amir Sharifis excellent guide to write your 
artist statement, as presented in the Isfahan University 
congregation. Follow the steps stated here to craft your 
professional artist statement. 


What is an Artist Statement? 

Writing and reading are two powerful tools to 
communicate with people about various subject 
matters, including business affairs, expressing emotions, 
or describing an item. Sometimes a descriptive text 
creates a sense of vision and helps the reader imagine 
the details mentioned in the context. It is a way to give 
meaning to unexplainable subjects; writing an artist 
statement act the same and expresses beneficial 
information about an artist. This brief but impressive 
explanation helps you expand your relationship chains 
and present yourself to more audiences. Your artist

statement is crucial to sit before your bio, resume and 
exhibitions, or social media pages. Unfortunately, some 
artists do not like writing about themselves, because 
they believe artists are not writers, and they do not 
feel the urgency of writing their artist statements. 
VVhether you like it or not, writing your artist statement 
is necessary. However, the process of writing your 
statement is not a waste of time. It is very easy to do, 
and gives you the chance to explain about your art. Your 
artist statement is your preface to the art world. It is a 
compelling way to create a powerful connection with 
people who see you for the first time and would like to 
be acquainted with you. Various groups will evaluate 
your artist statement, such as ordinary people, curators, 
appraisers, art collectors, and galleries. Your artist 
statement acts as a capable representative answering 
peoples questions in your absence. Sometimes, 
you are tired or do not have enough time to answer 
your audiencess questions, so your artist statement 
graciously helps you. Have you ever thought about shy 
people who avoid asking questions? They will probably 
never dare to start a conversation with you, so let them 
get to know you by writing a perfect artist statement. 
Still not convinced to write your artist statement? Last 
shot at persuading you: we live at the age of internet and 
social media supremacy, swallowing our lives; Would 
you not like to promote yourself in such a complicated 
Situation? Do you agree? So lebs get into this nerve- 
racking subject once and for all, your professional artist 
statement. 


The Essential Features of Artist Statement 
Everybody, especially artists, enjoys being appreciated 


for crafting exceptional pieces. In other words, 
admiration brings more power to the artists elbow. 
You must be aware that your artist statement is a wise 
Spokesperson introducing you to the audiences, so 
employ a justifiable writing language that everybody, 
and not only your family members, relatives, and 
friends, can understand. Try to use standard language 
which clearly describes you and your art, because many 
of your audience have limited information about art, 
and cannot recognize the meaning of art idioms and 
phrases, and you do not want to confuse or disappoint 
them. Your artist statement talks on your behalf, so the 
more well-crafted it is, the better represented you will be 
to the world. As you know, artists will encounter various 
groups of people, including people educated in art 
and other fields, looking at artworks with professional 
or nonprofessional views. They come across your 
statement and search for crucial characteristics such 
as your artistic identity, capabilities, and desirable 
potential. If you present a convincing artist statement, 
you will successfully catch their eyes. By clarifying your 
artistic identity, prove yourself as an organized and 
recognizable artist who follows a targeted path in the 
art world and follows his goals. Going through your 
artist statement allows your audience to have a clear 
picture of your style, background, and future ambitions. 
So introduce yourself immaculately, and point to 
essential information such as your name, where you are 
from, and who you are as an artist. You may only refer 
to your first name instead of your full name, then write 
about your birthplace and academic education. For 
instance, you may say:» | aman Australian painter who 
grew up in America and graduated with a BA degree in 


art.» Then elaborate on your techniques, materials, and 
style, and explain them in more detail. If you employ a 
particular style or material, do not hesitate to mention 
them, since some art viewers look for rare artworks. 

There are some sentences that direct peoplers attention 
towards your artwork; for instance, you may say: «| use 
my fingertips to frame my painting» believe it or not, 
you are killing it by this sentence. State your relevant 
education and courses, your prizes, and the exhibitions 
you have participated in up to now; do your best to 
write a spotless artist statement to enjoy the fruit of 
your labor. 

Amir Sharif suggests concentration on your artist 
education if you have not been to any exhibitions. Any 
experience to learn about art, whether self-taught 
or under the supervision of an expert, are worth 
mentioning. Do not explain the influential elements 
guiding you towards the art world and becoming an 
artist. If you have been educated in non-art fields, 
refer to its details to emphasize your artist statements 
Significance. There is a collaborative relation between 
artists, curators, gallery owners, and art viewers. 
The presence of these groups helps you realize your 
full potential and thrive, and you can benefit from 
their names to show your art to the world. Your artist 
statement affects their decision to invest in your art 
and creative pieces; hence try to enjoy this mutual 
relationship. Write about your long-term goals and 
expectations in short sentences but avoid details. If 
you have a website or are active on Instagram or other 
online markets, it would be best to share relevant links. 
After all, seize the time to emphasize the critical aspects 
that look interesting for your educated and non- 
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educated art groups ranging from history, literature, 
Science, psychology, art, physiology, and medicine to 
aerospace lovers. 


Noteworthy Details to Shape an Artist 
Splenic nt 

Domt you know how to start shaping your artist 
Statement? You can read statements shared by other 
artists and take notes of significant mentioned points. 
Consider the role of words and adjectives in forming your 
artist statement. Employ relevant words and phrases 
to present yourself; keywords writing is a beneficial 
technique assisting you not to forget crucial aspects 
of your artistic activity. Utilize keywords and adjectives 
in meaningful sentences to describe facts about your 
background. Writing an artist statement resembles 
crafting a book»s preface; it can attract or drive people 
off; you should focus on critical aspects appealing to 
viewers. Amir Sharif, the manager of Amiran Holding 
Company, recommends devising your artist statement 
in such an organized manner that everyone, regardless 
of how familiar they are with you and your work, is able 
to connect with it, and is encouraged to explore your 
work. Indicate facts about your art, such as your hopes 
for developing your career, inspiring and _ influential 
elements, your arbs meaning and language, unique 
aspects of your pieces, and your feelings about art, in 
simple sentences. Keep your audience thirsty to discover 
more points; however, avoid going through unnecessary 
and disappointing details. Be alert that overloading 
audiences with useless words and sentences will tire 
them; the modern world problems have exhausted their 
patience, so give them little, so that they will refer to 
you and ask more questions. In other words, present 
drops of your experience in the ocean of art, and save 
more detail for the group of audience moving to the next 
stage of discovery by demanding more information. 
Itis natural to fail to satisfy all of your audience, as human 
beings are unique with exceptional characteristics and 
taste. Some art lovers may head towards you while 
others may pass It over an be on their way. The art of 
your statement is to bring in new people and construct 
a bridge; It creates valuable opportunities to have new 
followers and audiences. 

The next step is writing your artist statement in the 
first-person narrative, so never personalize it in the third 
person to illustrate yourself. Close your eyes on some 
words like <he» and «she»; instead, develop your artist 
Statement by employing «|. Your artist statement will 
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repel your audience if it is complicated, challenging, and 
selfish. Do not forget that some viewers analyze your 
statement in an attempt to know you better. In contrast, 
some others only delve into your art for pleasure. 
Make your artist statement so enjoyable that it draws 
viewers» attention. 


Complimentary Points to Establish an 
Unmatched Artist Statement 

Writing an artist statement is an art; it introduces you 
to the world and makes people familiar with a young 
artist. If you cannot write perfectly, please ask a 
qualified writer for help. Try to be objective and avoid 
dictating your intended items; allow your audience the 
freedom of expressing agreement or disagreement. 
Your statement resembles a story that appeals to 
some readers and while not impressing others. There 
is no need to add comparative comments of collectors, 
galleries, and curators to your statement; leave them 
for your resume to promote your name. Describe the 
relationship between your art and the selected medium, 
then go through an example for better clarification. If 
your art concerns Mans Labour and your piece displays 
a young and gorgeous phoenix rising from his ashes, 
explain the relevant relationship between your work of 
art and your topic. It helos your audience visualize the 
phoenix symbolizing Mans endeavor to achieve what 
he deserves; Now, leave them to be dumbfounded. 
Art is a beautiful world; Use it to your advantage and 
separate yourself from ordinary artists to join celebrated 
groups. Be straightforward; however, use simple and 
short sentences; if you are inspired by a piece of music, 
a historical event, a poem, or the natural world, do not 
go through explicit descriptions but stick with critical 
points to keep people captivated. Employ 3 or 4 simple 
sentences to express the story behind entering the art 
world, not more. Because people will lose their interest 
if you go on and on, unless there is an unavoidable 
event in your past worth mentioning. 

Stay away from equating or paralleling yourself with 
other famous or even less known artists. Leave others 
behind and permit your audiences to realize who you 
are. Do not compare yourself with eminent artists such 
as Van Gogh, Pablo Picasso, Leonardo da Vinci, JMVV 
Turner, or Claude Monet. You know why? Because the 
winner is predetermined; thereby, an intelligent artist 
avoids comparison to promote his situation. Do not 
dictate to your audience what, why, and how to feel, 
see, and understand; everybody Is free to interpret your 


artist statement. Do not say: «You will feel my childhood 
innocence by looking at my art». Instead, try to show 
childhood innocence through your art. 

As soon as the process of writing your artist statement 
comes to an end, go to your friends, family members, 
or even experts and ask them to read it and give you 
feedback. Make sure they understand your statement 
without ambiguity; otherwise, edit and rewrite to fix the 
problems to make your artist statement decipherable. 
Even if you always try to present a unique and engaging 
artist statement, you will encounter two groups of 
people: the first group skimmed your statement, and 
the second group wants to acquire more detail to buy 
a piece of art. It is a matter of personal interest, but 
you can take control of your manifestation by writing 
an impressive artist statement. Do not underestimate 
yourself and your art; stand by yourself and be proud to 
have something to present to the world of art. 

Amir Sharifi suggested to Isfahan art students that it 
would be best to shape their artist statement in two 
paragraphs of 150 to 200 words. Longer texts will 
disappoint people and stop them from following the 
artists» stories. Instead, write your statement briefly, 


clearly, and consistently. The maximum amount of time 
your audiences will waste on reading your statement is 
15 seconds, so behave like an intelligent sookesperson 
and make your visitors intrigued to read more. 


The Bottom Line 

Following the instructions mentioned in this article, 
will lend you a helping hand in presenting a well- 
organized artist statement. However, if you are a non- 
native English speaker, make your statement in your 
native language, include all details, and translate it into 
English. Then check its clarity before publishing and 
ensure it is utterly engaging; If possible, ask a native 
Speaker to evaluate your artist statement. Your artist 
statement presents you as a self-sufficient artist, so try 
to be yourself and connect with audiences in your own 
words. Avoid fancy fonts and stick to basic ones like 
Times New Roman, which is easy to read; otherwise, 
you will jJeopardize the power of your art.

We appreciate you devoting your time to Parsforte 
Magazine; please present yourself. 


You are educated in journalism; when and 
how did you enter the artworks? 

My name is Mitra Tamjidi; educated in science commu- 
nication and cinema, and upon registration of my brand, 
Mitra, | concentrated on fashion design, design, style, 
and manufacturing for the past 10-years. | am a fash- 
ion design instructor, and it brings me the honor of be- 
ing selected as a top designer in Iran three times. | was 
a member of the judging team of fashion and clothing 
festivals for six years. Then | selected the science com- 
munication field synchronized to filmmaking and direct- 
ing “Baghe Ferdous” under the supervision of eminent 
instructors of Iran’s cinema due to my active and curious 
mind. In 2012 | acquired the national prize for the best 
clothing designer, which led me to the fashion world. 
Two years later, | had the opportunity to design cloth- 
ing for the only female diplomate, Catherine Ashton. 
Running a personal Maison did not navigate me to the 
fashion world; | engaged in an independent and free 
designing course that was more artistic and investiga- 
tory than producing clothes for the public. 


You have participated in various designing 
and fashion courses; now you are a clothing 
design and fashion instructor; please explain 
the intluence of training and teaching on your 
professional and business path? 

| got acquainted with fashion experimentally, although 
abroad workshops were influential. Indeed, trial and er- 
ror in various artistic fields, including painting, graphics, 
sculpting, and chiefly cinema and music, helped me de- 
sign uniquely. The college of these gave birth to specific 
ideas in clothing design. However, there are significant 
points about teaching fashion: a member of the judging 
team of clothing festivals taught me that the compet- 
itors educated in cinema, architecture, and visual arts 
present better items than clothing design educators. 
It paved the way for the emergence of a new syllabus 
named “ cloth design by the creative visualization skill,” 
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So | instructed clothing design through image, music, 
and the five senses for the first time in Iran. Finally, my 
students presented exceptional designs upon creating 
a new world in their minds, which was previously con- 
structed in my mind. 


Elaborate on Mitra trom its emergence, goals, 
and attitudes. What is your brand's outlook? 
The Mitra brand emerged from the dominant archetype 
and my enthusiasm for the historical clothing of Iran 
and Europe. | designed a mindful and beauty lover per- 
sona displaying these characteristics through clothing 
and employed designs and materials to manufacture 
clothes to give females a sense of being a queen and 
king, respectively. This technique raises a charismatic 
sense in my customers, and it may change their life- 
style and thoughts to come closer to this persona. The 
fast-moving technological world has warded off from 
being elegant and consequently influenced human be- 
ings’ thought, so Mitra focused on creating a bridge be- 
tween modern Man and past beauties.

History plays a significant role in clothing design. The 
Mitra brand concentrates on topics such as aesthet- 
ics, creativity, charisma, visual basics, and clothes as a 
wearing item and a specific thought school. 


You have designed a considerable number of 
clothes, and one of them was international- 
ly remarkable ( Ms. Ashton’s cloth in 2014): 
please describe the significant elements in 
clothing design for notable figures. 

| designed a handmade Iranian dark red robe decorat- 
ed with colorful streamers for Ms. Catherine Ashton; it 
was a modern cloth adapted from the historic clothes 
of Iran. The streamers’ elements were the Iranian mo- 
tifs; indeed, it was a postmodern cloth with its roots in 
the past and was so highly welcomed by Ms. Cath- 
erine Ashton that she left her comment on the Daily 
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Telegraph site. It was a hopeful step to introduce lra- 
nian designers and elegant Iranian cloth to the world. 
However, | was deprived of this chance because of the 
change in managing these affairs in Iran. According to 
their songs and music, | designed some items for pop 
singers, including Mr. Babak Jahanbakhsh and Pejman 
Bayat, and influential organizations. 


You were a judging team member in over five 
fashion events in Iran and won specific priz- 
es for clothing design; have you ever thought 
about participating in international fashion 
competitions? 

| dreamed of participating in the international festivals, 
but | failed due to the sanctions against Iran and Irani- 
an financiers’ unwillingness to invest, which negatively 
affected Iranian art. | hope to display the Iranian clothes 
worldwide appropriately, which deserves its glory. 


You have several conceptual collections, and 
your last one is ‘Lazhevard Crescent’; please 
explain your collections and the concepts. 
‘Immortal Iran’ collection consists of 7 feminine looks 
adapted from different historical eras of Iran. 
‘Katebi’ collection consists of 7 masculine looks adopted 
from the Safavid era playing the glory of Iran’s art. 
‘Alice’ collection consists of 30 pieces of coats adapted 
from historical periods of Iran and Europe. 

‘Lazhevard Crescent’ collection adapted from Balouch- 
estan's clothes and elements. 

‘Kings of Iran and Europe’ collection is a mixture of ad- 
aptation of historical clothes from Iran and Europe and 
a collage of the Renaissance elements and Iran's his- 
torical periods. 

The process of investigation and design of the ‘An- 
gel’ collection has come to an end, and its implemen- 
tation started with angels’ concepts, including seven 
looks succeeding six months of investigation. Astrology 
helped me explore clothes’ elements. The idea of de- 
signing this collection hit my mind during the pandemic 
coronavirus while the world suffered from depression. | 
believed that spiritual matters not confined to a specific 
religion could rescue human beings. 


You had run several fashion events in 2017; 
why you didn't continue? What were the 
goals of this course of activity? 

| hinder even because of improper new management 
and the initiation of gd new way. Bloggers went under 
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significant pressure in 2018 and failed to advertise in 
the fashion; it is an inseparable part of events; other- 
wise, marketing fails. 


What are your art’s topics, themes, and design policies? 
It was answered in the above questions. 


Please express your viewpoints on Iran’s fashion chal- 
lenges as a modest fashion designer? 

The most significant challenge in Iran is that fashion 
designers have no tools such as magazines, catwalks, 
and proper advertisements due to censorship to pres- 
ent fashion. Iranian clothing manufacturers have found 
their way; however, there is no sign of their perfor- 
mance on the international scale, which does not work 
to fashion designers’ advantage. 


You play a significant role in cinema, and your 
resume Is loaded with screenwriting and di- 
recting several works; please clarify this as- 
pect of your activity. 

Cinema clothing design differs from fashion clothing 
design due to the significance of the characters and 
personages. Cinema clothing designers cannot employ 
many colors and materials; however, fashion design 
lacks limitations. Therefore, | preferred not to accept any 
project because producers utilize actors’ and actresses’ 
clothes, which take us away from this category. 


VWVhat is your advice for fashion students as 
successful Iranian woman? 

Studying, investigation, and endeavor. Employing a 
unique and creative design and thought will be an ex- 
cellent start. | always tell my students that designers 
must possess a signature because it can prioritize them 
from competitors.

Writing a well-crafted portfolio 
of your project is a must; if you have not spent time on 
planning your artistic resume or if you have done it with 
without paying enough attention to the rules of writing 
a professional resume, it is time to learn how to shape 
it.

The Concept of an Artist Resume 

All artists need an efficient resume to maximize their 
networking relationships and share their experiences 
and abilities to take a position in the art world. Applying 
for an artistic job requires/ encourages artists to write a 
resume, although it has other applications. Sometimes, 
cultural institutions, museums, galleries, or art centers 
present special programs and invite artists to explore

a particular regions culture, or artistic progress and 
roots. Universities offer fellowships to help artists gain 
more experience and knowledge in some conditions. 
Participation in exhibitions is another reason to create 
a professional artists resume and take the first step in 
the path of success. An artisbs resume is a quick way to 
give more information to your audience, including your 
fans, dealers, gallery owners, art writers, and anyone 
involved in the art world who desires to know about 
your art and background. 

As a result of the dominance of the internet and social 
media, most people will search your name to find critical 
information about your artwork. As an example, you 
can upload your artists resume if you have a personal 
website; otherwise, you probably will not thrive or get 
your break in today’s rapidly developing world. Keep 
in mind to include the most critical aspects of your 
career in your resume and always keep it up-to-date to 
prove you care about your career and artistic activities. 
Without an informative resume, you may lose the 
chance of getting noticed by museums and exhibitions. 
Your resume iS a powerful tool which can attract or 
even repel the collectors, gallery owners, or patrons 
who want to invest in your art and you as an artist with 
potential abilities and skills. Your professional resume 
should include your previous participations in important 
festivals and exhibitions, to ensure investors that they 
are selecting a proper artist whose capabilities are not 
limited to a single artwork. In addition, it shows that 
the artist can produce a series of magnificent pieces in 
his field of work. Keep in mind that they will scrutinize 
your resume to find out the answer to questions such 
as: Have you continued your academic education? Do 


you have any exhibition experience? Have you won 
any prizes for your notable artwork? to make their 
mind about you as a capable artist. These questions 
demonstrate the importance of creating an outstanding 
artist resume which will make a lasting and positive 
impression on the collectors’ minds. 

As Amir Sharifi said to the Iranian artists in the 
Emirates: « Your artist resume is a specialized list of your 
academic training, your experiences in the art world, 
your particular skills, and in a word, it introduces you 
as an exceptional artist who is qualified for a position. 
The main feature of your resume is the presentation 
of essential items to the audience; for example, you 
send your resume to a gallery and emphasize your 
education while the gallery looks for experience in 
executing individual or collective exhibitions. Before 
sending your resume, make sure it will satisfy the needs 
of the receivers who want to know more about your 
background in the art world. As long as you continue 
your artistic activity and create new art pieces, your 
resume must be updated; if your work is displayed in 
a particular museum or magazine or has won a prize, 
you must include it in your resume. Step by step, your 
artistic background develops, and your resume will 
be fuller, and more appealing to art companies and 
galleries, while an artist CV is mostly appealing to the 
academic world. Sharing your artist resume on social 
media is not a bad idea but remember that the title of 
todays newspaper will soon be the title of yesterdays 
issue, so craft an impressive artist resume to attract the 
attention of your target audience. 


The Structure of a Well-crafted Artist Resume 


As described earlier, you should craft your artist resume 
to provide a complete and well-grounded overview of 
your artistic activities and education. Writing an artists 
resume is not exactly the same as writing a professional 
one, which is usually used by an individual to highlight 
their work experience. If you want to develop an 
artisbs resume, first go through the exhibitions of your 
artworks. Writing an artists resume aims to highlight 
your professional achievements, awards, education, 
publication, exhibitions, and artistic backgrounds. 
Design your artists resume in third person narrative, 
which is different from an artists statement that 
should be written in the first person. Your resume is 
the presentation of you as a professional artist; in 
other words, avoid any mistakes that will make you 
seem like an incompetent individual. Artists resume is 
meant to focus on your strengths and experience, but 
exaggeration is something you should definitely avoid; 
otherwise, you will ruin your chances of getting noticed. 
Your artist resume is like your business card you show 
to different galleries. It should contain your information 
such as address and place of residence, birthplace, 
Significance skills, techniques and style, education, 
relevant publications , your email, and a social media 
page or website address. 


The Basics of Writing an Artist Resume 
Devote your time to craft acalling card (artist resume) 
and include some essential parts in it. The following 
paragraphs helo you design your resume more 
professionally. 

First of all, your resume should be clear and include 
essential details, like your name, surname, phone 
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number, home address, professional email address, 
and portfolio link. It makes you easier and faster to get 
in contact with and makes you more available. 

The next stage is covering your educational background, 
like a bachelors or mastens degree. Itemize your 
individual and collective exhibition; this vital part of your 
resume should include the exhibitionx»s name, subject 
matter, and location. If you have participated in an 
online exhibition, please write the website address and 
other relevant details like the exhibition title. The same 
goes for collective shows, especially if you domt have 
many individual exhibition experiences; However, you 
may complete this part as you gain more experience in 
individual exhibitions in the following years. 

Mention the exhibitions» name, subject matter, and 
locations, and domt forget your online exhibition, 
awards, prizes, honorary memberships, grants, or 
whatever you believe can add value to your resume. 
Include other working details such as teaching, lectures, 
courses, residency experiences, and the time and 
location of these opportunities. If your artworks are 
displayed in private or public art centers, museums, or 
galleries, please categorize them clearly and include 
their titles. 

The last section of your artisbs resume that we 
mention here, is the part that should be devoted to 
a short description of your skills, abilities, and the 
reason you are applying for a particular position. This 
part emphasizes your qualifications as a professional 
artist. However, if you lack enough experience, you 
may describe your desire to learn the neccassry skills 
for a particular position. If you have a skill that fits 
your resume, please include it in your list. For example, 
Suppose you are a painter but have a hand in playing 
instruments, photography, jewelry design, sculpting, 
ceramic arts, or other activities; do not close your eyes 
on them. Are you a digital artist? Please mention any 
software involved in your creative process .

Are artist resumes and CVs the same? 

Some people use CV and resume interchangeably. 
While sharing more minor similarities, as mentioned 
above, they are not exactly the same. For example, 
CV stands for curriculum vitae, and this Latin phrase 
is translated into «course of life.» It shows your readers 
whether you are a suitable person for their purpose 
or not. It is shaped in one page to illustrate your 
performances, experiences, and accomplishments. 
On the other hand, a resume describes your skills and 
experiences, as well as highlighting your capabilities 
and qualifications like your work and educational 
background. 

Your CV must be written in 3 to 4 pages, not more, 
but your resume must be limited to one or two pages. 
As you see, the lengths of CV and resume are not the 
same. Include your teaching experiences, research, your 
educational degree, and book or essay publications in 
your CV, in addition to basic information. Before writing 
your CV or resume, you must determine the receiver and 
your goal in sending a professional and well-organized 
paper. [he template of your CV must be in the following 
format:

You are a genuine artist with special abilities so try to 
stand out by doing yourself a favor and designing an 
excellent artist resume. If you desire to participate in 
an exhibition, deliver a well-written resume to convince 


Constructing 
a professionally well-crafted resume will separate you 
from the other artists and will turn you into a celebrated 
and genuine artist. Writing your artist resume is an 
unrepeatable chance to highlight your invaluable 
accomplishments, including your awards, published 
books, scholarships, etc. Also, itemizing your activity 
in various exhibitions keeps people eager to continue 
reading your resume. Now you can see the necessity 
of designing your artists resume, and it would be best 
to follow the suggested tips in this article by Amir 
Sharif. Do not underestimate your capabilities, and 
please do not be modest to write them, so that you can 
convince art collectors, gallery owners, and any other 
interested parties. Remember this red flag warning: Do 
not exaggerate your capabilities and keep your resume 
authentic and trustworthy; otherwise, your artistic 
authenticity will be doubted, and may even destroy your 
chances. 
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
